you know yourself to be in Truth? Many, many per- 
sons tell us how they would like to recover a certain 
lost sense of mastery that has become buried beneath 
dark and heavy thoughts which have become burden- 
some to them.

In the great purification, the Spirit of Christ so 
broods over our soul, so envelops us, so speaks to our 
own spirit that we come out of the experience feeling 
that we have been relieved of every adverse and 
heavy thought. The wings of our soul seem to have 
had heavy clamps removed from them and we feel 
like soaring to high heaven. We experience some- 
thing of the spiritual ecstasy known to Christian mys- 
tics and sages. 

The first step in this process of purification must 
be our willingness to let go of adverse thoughts. We 
must be willing to give up every thought contrary to 
Christ. We must relinquish every unholy desire. We 
must desire above all else that we have Christ to the 
exclusion of evil and sinful thoughts. We can readily 
see that back of all this must be the sincere desire to 
want to be purified. 
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Some persons recall having had some spiritually 
minded individual bless them and bring into their 
life a feeling of absolute purification. The person 
who gave the blessing simply shared with them his 
own consciousness of cleansing through Spirit. They 
participated for a time in his realization of freedom 
from heavy and binding thoughts. They enjoyed 
with him a glimpse of heaven. 


The restless person needs to have his mind 
cleansed of the thought that disturbs his rest. The 
evil-minded needs to have the belief in evil cleared 
from his mind. The diseased individual must be 
purified of his belief in disease in order to be puri- 
fied in his body. The unloving person must be 
cleansed of the belief that hatred and unkindness can 
dominate his thought to the exclusion of Christ's 
love. Very few persons are free from some adverse 
belief, consequently all need the great purification: 
to be cleansed and washed in Christ’s love, life, and 
Truth. 


Many persons go to some church hoping to get 
the great purification. Some old churches are so 
filled with holy thoughts that we catch them and lose 
sight of our own adverse thoughts. Other persons 
can go to virgin country where men have not pene- 
trated and there feel a little nearer to Christ. They 
feel uncontaminated by worldly and adverse thought.

They seem to think only the high, noble, and purify- 
ing thoughts of Christ. 


The great purification always leaves the individ- 
ual feeling as if he had been washed through and 
through. However, he must return to Christ for 
purification whenever he feels that mind, soul, and 
body have been sullied by adverse thinking. He must 
be willing to stand before Christ divested of every 
material thought. He must behold his own soul 
shining in its glory before its Maker. 


Some persons look to some special day or sea- 
son for their purification. There are those who take 
the last of the old year or the first of the new as a 
time to try to rid themselves of adverse thoughts and 
evil habits. Their success depends upon their ability 
to draw near to Christ. He must be that upon which 
their entire attention is focused and fixed. They can 
be assured that their desire for purification will not 
be denied them. They must believe that through the 
cleansing power of Christ they can be restored to 


| their pristine state, from which they have never de- 


parted in the sight of Christ. 


There are those who believe they have committed 
some sin or folly from which they cannot be purified. 
This is a big mistake. The only sin in Christianity 
called unpardonable is that of defiantly resisting the 
work that Christ would do in us. 











THE WAY OUT 


O MANY times we see letters from those who 
S say they live in a regular maze of unfortunate 
experiences from which there is no possible 
escape. Almost every way of escape seems to be 
closed by some insurmountable difficulty. We are 
reminded of the situation in which the little animal 
finds himself when he extricates one foot from a trap 
only to find that another has been caught in it. Hu- 
man experiences, regardless of their difficulty, usually 
point to a way out. 


One teacher of metaphysics once taught that the 
louder evil screams the more it betrays itself. The 
more difficult the situation the easier becomes God's 
work. The more desperately evil seems to hold fast 
the sooner must it lose its grip. The most desperate 
moment in even the most difficult experience but in- 
timates its debacle and doom. Do you not see that 
when things become the toughest and the hardest 
and the worst, they tell you that they are at the end 
of their endurance and must change for the better? 

The only way out is that of ceasing to think about 
things as they appear. Certainly we cannot meet the 
argument of evil on its own level. We must go 
higher in consciousness in order to master it. We 
must become cool and collected so that we can find 
the way out that we know Christ has provided for us.

ize in getting into difficult situations and out of them 
once confided that in the face of alarming circum- 
stances he always found some little clew to the solu- 
tion of his problem. He would look for the humble 
little loose end of things that he could use to start 
winding things up. He would find some little angle 
of things that adversity seemingly had overlooked 
and by means of this defeat adverse conditions. 


Sometimes students become impatient because 
their study of Truth does not instantly correct and 
solve their difficulties. They may even threaten to 
give up Truth. By doing so they would be giving up 
their only way of escape. There is no other way out. 
Christ through His Truth and love has given us the 
only means of defeating evil, sin, adversity, fear, dis- 
ease, and lack. His way out must be our way. 


The way out of fear must be courage in Christ. 
The way out of disease must be the way of health, 
the way of Christ. The way out of confusion and 
unbelief must be the way of faith and order. The 
way to defeat un-Christliness must be the way of 
Christliness. There is no way out of the labyrinth 
of human difficulties but the way of humanity's Sav- 
ior. The only way for you—whoever you are, wher- 
ever you are, whatever your problem—is the way of 
Christ, the way of Truth and love. Christ’s way out 
is like a one-way street that has no intersections.

tle to you aside from certain gayeties of feast- 

ing and gift-giving if you do not find Christ 
within yourself. If however at some time during 
the Christmas season you draw a little closer to 
Christ and find His mystical presence within you, 
you will discover the true Christmas. 

Look to Christ in Jesus only for the inspiration 
of finding Christ in yourself. Christ as presented 
in statue, painting, or poem is not to be the end of 
your vision of Him. You are to seek and find Him 
within yourself. The Christmas season is one in 
which you are especially directed to Christ, but to— 
Christ within you! You are brought face to face with 
Christ many times, and each time should direct you 
to face Christ within yourself. 

Let “Christ be formed in you”! Let that in you 
which is divine be given prominence in your life. 
Let it come into manifestation as your Christhood. 
Let the expression of Christ within and through you 
overcome that in you which is adverse and unworthy. 
Let the Spirit of Christ become visible in you. 

Many persons never think of Christ within them- 
selves. They give little thought to that in them 
which is divine, high, lovely, ennobling. Their at- 
tention is so firmly fixed on working with things of 
the external world that they fail to establish them-

selves in Christ and let Him come into manifesta- 
tion and visibility. They do not let Christ be 
formed in them because their every thought is more 
or less disintegrating to spiritual life. They appear 
to others to have little of Christ in them because 
their thought is far from Christ. 


If we would have Christ formed within us, we 
must give attention to His presence. We must think 
of Him as definitely located within us. We must 
realize that whatever of the false ego has existed 
within us has given way to that which is true and 
real, the I AM, the Christ. We need to turn often 
to our indwelling Christ and meditate often upon 
our own divinity through Him. 


The Christmas season challenges us to think 
Christward. We are directed on every hand to think 
of Christ. Some will only see Christ represented 
in the man Jesus. Others will behold the universal 
and mystical Christ coming into manifestation and 
visibility in men as its vehicles. They will know 
that Christ is formed within themselves and all men 
to the higher glory of God. 


Let “Christ be formed in you.” No longer form 
evil and adversity and disease by thinking of these: 
things. No longer let your thought be given to. 
forming that which you do not want in your life. 
Turn to Christ. Think often of Him. As you: 
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meditate upon His presence it will expand within 
you. The ideal is for you to come to that place where 
you know that He is the only presence and power 
within and about you. 


We approach that place in our spiritual develop- 
ment where we lose all our personal self and only 
Christ exists within us. John taught: “He must 
increase, but I must decrease. He that cometh from 
above is above all.” As we decrease in our belief 
in thought and things contrary to Christ, we increase 
in the knowledge of His presence and power. 


The personal man has been represented as but a 
husk or shell in which Christ is formed and de- 
veloped. The individual who does not let Christ 
be formed in him remains for a long time something 
akin to a husk or shell. He seems to be soulless. 
The individual who lets Christ be formed in him 
finds that the husk or shell of personality drops from 
him and only Christ remains. All of us need to 
bring forth the Christ. It is the one big piece of 
work we are to do and our greatest responsibility. 
In fact, if we but bring forth the Christ in us, we 
comply with every command of God. 


If you would have Christ formed in you, you will 
find that you must keep out of mind every thought 
antagonistic to Christ. You must think Christly 
thoughts if you expect these to take form.

They 
permit themselves to believe that any other thought 
is pure.
